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Politics of Gurope. 


Oar present Number is chiefly occupied with Extracts from 
the London Counter of the 23rd of October, the latest Paper in 
our possession, and melancholy enough some of these Extracts 
are. The Editor, however, has always a Song of Triumph ready 
to precede the more gloomy details, and if such Songs were 
sung with discretion they might be listened to with some pleasure. 
But they are far too triumphant and too frequent, to be of any value, 
and by the very excess of their rejoicing defeat their own end. 
Witbio the last twenty years the expenditure of the country has 
so far exceeded its Revenue that the National Debt has increased 
in its amount by several millions :—nevertheless, there is no 
statement of the Quarter’s Revenae—whether in January, April, 
June, or October—whether for England, Scotland, Ireland, or 
Wales—that the Courier is not ready to show to be flourishing 
beyond all former precedent! Lord Liverpool makes it out 
clearly to Ministerial understandings, that the want of the neces- 
saries of life arises from too abundant harvests ;—and the Cou- 
RIER proves, just az satisfactorily, that thé reasou why the Na- 
tienal Debt increases, and new taxes must be raised to pay the in- 
terest, is because every Quarter’s Revenue is mote flourishing than 
its preceding one:—or in other words that the deficiency of the 
Ways and Means is caused by the excess of the Receipts, out of 
which they are formed. He asserts on the present occasion 
that there has been an excess in every quarter, and the whole 
country he says rejoiced at it, except only “the Party” (op- 
posed to his politics he means,) which make more than the 
Aalf of the said whole if numerically considered, and who could 
not reconcile the Courter’s Quarterly Flourishes, with the Votes 
given in the yearly Committees of Sapply, in which the Fands 
of the Treasury were shown to be insufficient to meet the calls on 
them, without perpetual additions to the Taxes, and even anti- 
oipating the Revenacs of the fature to meet the demands of the 
present! Sach Facts are more powerful than all the figured 
Statements that could be produced, But to our Extracts ;— 


Lowlon, Tuesday Evening, Oct. 23, 1821.~—Tomediately after 
the expiration of the period to which the Quarter’s Revenue is 
made up, we laid before the pablic the officiel account of its pro- 
duce, and of the charge apon its ‘The whole country rejoiced at 
the undeniable improvement in our finances—and, strange to 
say! the Party who havea tolerably strong tendency to under- 
valuc everything that is beneficial to the country, and to overrate 
and exaggerate everything that is adverse, were, ia this instance, 
strack dumb, They would notapplaud —they would not express 
satisfaction ; but they dared nothazard a doubt, or indulge even 
a gloomy prophecy ! 

Bat thoagh they did not attack the statement of the finances 
of this country, they hinted that Ireland would present a differ- 
ent scene; and that, however there might be a surplus hero, 
there would bo found to be an alarming deficiency in the Irish’ 
Revenue. Oh unfortunate prophets! most luckless wights ! to 
be disappointed there too—to draw no food for gloom from 
Ireland ! 


_ Ja our preceding page will be found a statement of the 
Irish Revenue, for the Years ended on the 10th Oct. 1820, and on 
the 10th October, 1821, distinguishing each Quarter of the two 
Years. It.will be seen that there is an increase in the Year end 
ed on the 10th Ociober, 1821, 
Quarter ended on the 10th October last, there is ap excess of 
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of 216,325/, 16s. Qjd. that in the § 


147,000/. beyond the corresponding Quarter last Year; that with 
the exception of the January Quarter, there is an excess in 
every other Quarter of the present Year: in the April Quarter 
an excess of above 116,000/. in the July Quarter an excess of 

above 53,000/. and in the last Quarter, as we have already stat- 
ed, an excess of 147,000/. 


The statement is made ap in British carrency. 


“It is confidently stated,” says the Mornino CuHronicre - 
of this day, “in the Ministerial circles, that Ministers are now 
perfectly satisfied of their having been deceived by Russia with 
respect to Tarkey, and that there is not the least reason for any 
longer doubting the hostile iatentions of that Power.” 


Of the statements that prevail in the Ministerial circles, the 
public will probably give us credit for being rather better in- 
formed than the Mornino CurxonicLe—and certainly we have 
not heard of any such statement. On the contrary, we believe 
we may affirm with safety, that Ministers have not been deceiv- 
ed by Rassia—and that there exists with that Power, as well as 
with all the other great Powers of Europe, the most frank and 
cordial understanding. 


The Dustin Patatot of Saturday last, which has reached 
as this morning, gives the following additional detaila from the 
Limerick TeLecrarn of the preceding day :— 


Murder of Mr, Sparling.—* On Wednesday (17th iastant,) 
about noon, as Mr. C. Sparling, a respectable farmer, with his 
wife behind him on horseback, was riding towards Newcastle, io 
this county, when near Ashgrove, two armed men came from be. 
hinda ditch, one of whom seized the bridle, and the other fired 
and shot him through the body just under the heart; the horse 
started and turned round, when the other deliberately ‘bred at his 
back. He died about twelve hours afterwards: the wife was 
not molested. Mr. Sparling formerly lived at Patrick’s Well, 
where, about five years since, his house was attacked, when he 
was dreadfally mangled, and left for dead; and a man of the 
name of Cross, who wag ia the house, was kiled. The cause 
assigned for the murder of Mr. Sparling is, that be took an un- 
occupied farm from Lord Courtenay’s agentewilbin the last three 
years, ’ 
“Two persons were mardered on last Taesday night (the 16th 
instant.) One of these unfortenate persons, a man of the name - 

of Ivis, had been a Tythe Proctor, and had lived near Askeaton. 
The other victim was a man named Fitzgerald, but what ‘circum- 
stance had induced the assassins to take away his life was not 
publicly known. 


‘We have been informed that aman of the name of Gor- 
man has been way-laid and*mourdered, in the county of Cork, 
This was the man who warned the Magistrates of the intended 


attack on Mr. Ivis’s house Janet month, at which several persons 
were killed. 


“To these bloody atrocities we hivte to-add the combntenion 
of another murder, last evening—that ‘of a T eanen, while in 
the performance of his duty.” 


Lisbon Papers to the 6th instant, havé arly ed this morning. © 
They are ‘filled chiefly’ with the proc eedittys in the Cortes, in 
which we discern an jodiscriminate cagerness for change, rather 
than a teniperate -amélioration of admitted evils. The Portu- 
guese legislators seem to act upon the principle ‘of a certain do- 
mestic proverb, that “ new brooms sweep clean ;” and they are 
ia fact sweeping owt of the old house every thing they find, to 
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make room for the new constitutional farnitare, We shall see 
how the place will look, when they have put it all ia order. 


The following are extracts: 


Lisbon, Oct. 5.—Cortes.—In the sitting of 29ch September, 
the Order of the Day was, the Decree respecting the daties to be 
imposed-on the importation of brandy, which cave rise to a long 
and warm debate. The Deputies of the island of Madeira de- 
clared that it was necessary that Portoguese brandy shoald be 
allowed to be imported into their island without duty, and the 
duty on foreign brandy diminished, that proposed being too 
heavy, because brandy is necessary to mix with the wine intend- 
ed for the London and American markets. 


Some Deputies, on the other hand, affirmed, that formerly 
brandy was not imported into the island of Madeira to mix with 
the wines, which were there of excellent quality, and celebrated 
all over the world; that it was only in the time of a certain Go- 
vernor that it had been allowed, but that it was an abuse, and 
contrary to express laws. The debate on this sabject was ad- 
journed. 

In the sitting df the 2d of October, M. Fernanvsz THomas 
maade two proposals, which were approved+~—}. That the nation 
being very ill served by foreigners acting as Consols, they should 
be removed, and Portugeese appointed in their stead, 2. That it 
being indubitable that there were Portugese so degenerate, that 
they sought, by discourse and conversation, both public and 
ptivate, to distarb the new order of things,. and to sow distrust 
among the people, he proposed that the Comasittee should draw 
up, and lay before the Cortes, aproject of a Criminal Law, to 
punish os traitors to the nation (keeping in view the ordipance of 
the kingdom on this subject,) all those who shall ia this manner 
disturb public order and tranqaillity. 


We have received.a Flanders Mail, bringing Brussels Pa- 
pers to the 19th instant. They. supply no information of much 
interest. It is again ramoured, that the conferences of the Bri- 
tish and Austrian Ministers, with the Divan, bad been successful 
in inducing the Porte to make such concessions as might avert a 
war. Whatever these concessions may be, if they have been 
made under those auspices, they will not disappoint the just ex- 
pectations of Europe. 


The Gazette or Donvascur publishes accounts from Java 
to. the 29th May. They confirm the statement of the decrease of the 
malady, and mention, that it was almost wholly subdued in the 
district of Samarang, but that 18,000 persons, mostly Evrope- 
ans, had fallen victims, Batavia. and Sourabaya were still in- 
fected, 


The Paris Journals of Saturday Jast have‘arrived this morn- 
ing. The precadtionary measures adopted to prevent the pro- 
gress of the contagious fever continue to be rigorously enforced, 
and with salotary effect, by the French authorities, along the 
Spanish Gronticrs and the coast of that quarter, All persons, pre- 
viously td) entering France, are subjected to a detention in the 
Jagaretto of Behobia, from which regalation no exemption is 
made, even in favour of those who are bearers of health certifi- 
cates ; while a quarantine of thirty days is insposed upon all ves- 
sels coming from the ports of Italy. This last restriction (adds 
the Gaaatre pe France), “ie considered as a confirmation of the 
roport. that the infection had \kevw intreduced inte Leghorn, or 
gome neighbouring port.” o 


Tho Magistravy of Torin prowityated a Manifesto on the 
ith instant, which states, that although no circumstance had 
transpired which could justly any fears of the introduction. of the 
contagion into the States of Piedmont, yet precautionary mea: 
sures were deemed* expedient ; and in this view it bad been en- 
acted, that po persq& fram France should be allowed to enter 
Picdmont without first producing, a health certificate by the 
French Aatborities. 

On Friday last, M.. Ruavit, whose desperate attempt to 
assissinate Major-Gen. the Baron Duszon was mentioned in our 
paper of the Sth instant, was tried before the Paris Assine Court. 
The features of this case wore of poeuliar aad. sevoltipg atrocity.

The. Baron Wes allied to his mieditated lice by marriage ; be 
found him in obscurity, and advanced him to rank in the Corps 
which he commanded. He waa_always lavish of his- regard-end 
sincere in his affection towards him, and sealously promoted big 
interests on every occnsion. But Ruauct’s perfidy and cowardicé, 
at length, compelled the Baron to renounce him, Engaged ip a 
duel, Ruavtt watched an oppersanity, seized the sword of bis 
antagonist with the left hand, and ran bim through with the right, 
The proofs of this were upon record. Another doel ensued; and 
again RyavcT triumphed through treachery. It was then only 
that the General dismissed him from the service, as a dishonoor 
to his distinguished regiment, and this imperative panishment it 
was which excited his deadly revenge.

His Counsel, M. Cnoaix d’Esranees, addressed the Coart in bis 
behalf. The Jury declared him Guilty, and he was sentenced to 
death. The Judge announced that three days were allowed to 
him to appeal.—He left the bar without the slightest symptom of 
remorse or fear.

“ Bat where the inhabitants of a particular town, rather than 
take effectual measures for their own defence, solicit a detach- 
ment which the Commanding Officer does not think conducive to 
the gencrai gvod, aud woald withhold, unless upon a condition, 
with which the inhabitants think fit to comply, and in complying 
wherewith they incur an expense, without which they would not 
have obtained the aid they desired, it is unquestionably just that 
this expense should be defrayed by themselves, and not by the 
public.

Bees.—Our crue! mode of taking honey, by destroying the 
innocent and somewhat beautifal insects that produce it, can no 
longer be defended by the plea of necessity. A late traveller in 
the northern part of India describes the following easy method, 
by which the honey-gatherers there effect their purpose. A hol- 
low tree. or an. earthen pot, is built into the wall of a bouse, or 
out-honse, with apertures externally, through which the hees 
enterand go out. The internal end ofthis hive can be opened or 
shut at pleasore, by various, simple contrivances ; a sliding door 
is one. Inthe centre of the hive there is a valve. When the 
hive is full, and the honey is to be taken, a y reat noise is made at 
the inner extremity ; this drives the bees out: the valve is then 
closed, and the honey is taken out by the sliding door.

Such, in our opinion, was the Jegal and constitutional manner of 
proceeding against those who obstructed the civil power, or at- 
tacked the military, on the day of the Queen’s funeral, Unfor- 
tunately, however, the pistol and the sabre appeared a more 
summary snd expeditious process than an appeal toa grand jury, 
or the award of a court of justice.

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The Greeks. —Greece will be free, or it will be no more, It 
is impossible not to smile in ‘pity when we hear of an amnesty to 
be granted to the Greeks. Through the intervention of the Holy 
Alliance, Groat God! A Tarkish amnesty! What a picce of bar- 
barous irony! Look to Walachia pillaged, devasted, and depopu- 
lated. Look to Sava and his Arnauts massacred, even after ha- 
ving betrayed their brethren, and gone over to the ranks of the 
Turks. Bit the Grecks did not require these examples to guide 
them. The massacres of the Morea and the Isles of the Archipe- 
Jago, in the last centary, and a thousand other transactions of a 
similar nature, taught them long ago the meaning of a Turkish 
amnesty. The Christian piety of the Governments of Europe is 
not less known to them. They will, therefore, dispense with the 
Tarkish clemency so much extolled by the Austrian or rather 
Turkish Observer, and with the charity of the Members of the Holy 
Alliance. They will rather die with arms in their bands, than al- 
low themselves to be slaughtered by executioners, The history 
of the Souliots and Parganiots loudly proves that the Greeks are 
capable of such a resolution. 


However, men whose hearts are not hardened by interest or 
hypocrisy, men of true religion and hamanity, cannot look with- 
out agitation on the dreadful alternative to which the Greek na- 
tion is reduced. But through what fatality do they remain silent 
and inactive! Why do they not raise their voices to call forth 
the exertions of individuals in favour of the Greeks? Do they 
wish to delay the display of their sensibility till the moment when 
this nation shall have ceased to exist’ Is it necessary to prove 
to them that itis more noble, more glorious to save it from des- 
traction than to bestow on it theatrical and sterile tears after 
anoibilation ? Ab! if the mest illustrious and the most anfortu- 
pate of nations, which has done so much honour to bumanity, a 
pation to which Europe owes so mach, is destined to perish, let 
not posterity say that this happened through the ingratitude and 
apathy of our age. Ifthe Governments make themselves the 
accomplices of barbarians and the pestilence, history will pass 
judgment on them. But let the people every where honour them- 
selves in its eyes by a very different conduct ; let them bequeath 
to ita monument which shall attest for ever their philanthropy, 
their intelligence, their love of justice and of liberty. It was for 
the people of England to have set the example ; but if Germany 
has gone before them, they will endeavour to go beyond it in their 
liberality. We hope that the zeal of English philanthropists, will 
soon begin to display itself.— Scotsman. 


Magisterial Managemen!.—At a recent meeting of Bucking- 
hamshire Magistrates, for the purpose of licencing Alehouses, in 
the Desborough Hundred, victuallers were informed, that no per- 
son would in fatare be permitted to keep a public house who 
dealt in grocery and chandlery goods, The pretended reason 
for this new act of tyranny is, that labourers, going to an ale- 
house for the necessaries of life, may be tempied to expend their 
earnings upon liquors. This reasoning, however, is very super- 
ficial, Labourers generally send their wives or children to the 
shop ; but even when they go themselves they are much more like- 
ly to purchase sach articles as are really requisite, than to throw 
away money upon that which can only tend to disorder their un- 
derstandings and impair their health, when both are equally at 
hand, It is, moreover, a great piece of vanity in these parsons, 
to suppose that labourers are not equally capable of laying out 
their own money, as those ever-busy monitors ere of directing 
them. In Fingest, Skurmult, Turville, and many other country 
villages, the profits arising from a public-house are inadequate 
to the support of a family. The landlords are therefore obliged 
to resort to additional methods of obtaining a livelihood; and 
many sell bread, cheese, butter, tea, sugar, &e. Adjoining to a 
house of this description, an old servant of ' one of those clerica 
distributors of justice bas opened a littic shop; bat not suceeed- 
ing in monopolising the whole trade of the village, he applies to 
his Jate master, Dr. 8.—Dr. S. consults his brother magistrates ; 
the scheme abovementioted is immediately resorted to; and wiih 
this explanation the affair perhaps is casily resolved !—Lzaminer. 
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Harvest.—The late wet weather, which led many persons to 
fear an unproductive harvest, bas had the usual consequence of 
such causes or pretexts for alarm, by giving rise to extensive 
speculations in the corn trade. Next to starving a nation, one 
of the most inhuman of all attempts is to disturb it with the 
groundless apprebension of famine. It is trae that every spe- 
culation in corn, which has for its object to produce a bigher 
price of that article than the real state of the erop will warrant, 
must inevitably recoil upon the speculator himself at last; and it 
is rather as a cation against the precipitate entrance upon such 
specalations, than with a view to rescue those whose eagérness for 
gain may have already plunged them into the mischief, that we 
offer these few sentences to our readers. Upon the best information 
which we have received, there is no reason for concluding that 
grain will bear, after the first alarm shall have subsided, a high- 
er price than it bas sold at for the last six months ; or that those 
dealers who act upon the expectation of such a rise will escape 
eventual injury. Under every disadvantage of the late unpro- 
misiog weather. the most intelligent farmers are of opinion that 
the present will turn oat to be an average crop throughout Eng - 
land. France and the Netherlands have had an abundant harvest - 
and the stores of the latter couatry, the most fertile in the west 
of Europe, are described to be overflowing with grain. We are 
given to understand that a very large proportion of English wheat 
remains on band from last year’s crop, The most recent letters 
from Amsterdam state it to be the opinion of the great corn-mer- 
chants there, that the rise in the British market will be as tran- 
sient as it bas been sudden, on the ground that it has sprung alto- 
gether from speculation. Ip proof of this, it is well known that 
the prices at Amsterdam have got up only 1s. per quarter; where- 
as in England there bas.been a start of full 20s. Had there been 
the least hope entertained in Holland of sucha rise in this coun- 
try as would have opened the ports, the Dutch market must have 
advanced more considerably. But although the evil most in the 
long run cure itself, we cannot disguise the fact, that unfounded 
panic promoted by the artifices of the adventurous speculator, 
is an evil of some moment—-an evil inferior only to those of too 
great carelessness and improvidence, which are likely to involve 
a nation in permanent and extensive want. The poor, who live 
from hand to mouth, are the most serious sufferers from this un- 
due rise of prices. The funds droop, fears are expressed of a fall 
in the exchanges, and of the Bank of England being embarrassed 
by the exportation of gold in repayment for imported corn. It 
may not be unseasonable to remind the class of jobbers abeve 
alluded to, of some principles, even such as are.almost eclemen- 
tary, which ought to regulate the conduct of their trade, and 
which are recognized by the first authorities. “ The interest of the 
inland (corn) dealer, and that of the great body of the people, 
how opposite soever they may at first sight appear, are, even in 
years of the greatest scarcity, exactly the same. It is his interest 
to raise the price of his corn as high as the real scarcity of the 
season requires ; and it can never be his interest to raise it high- 
er. By raising the price, he discourages the consumption, and 
puts every body, more or less, but particularly the inferior ranks 
of people, upon thrift and good management. If, by raising it too 
high, he discourages the consumption so mach that the supply of 
the season is likely to go beyond the consumption of the season, 
and to Jast for some time after the next crop begins to come in, 
he rans the hazard, not only of losing a considerable part of his 
corn by natural causes, but of being obliged to sell what remains 
of it for much less than what he might have had for it several 
months before.”* Asfor any dealer, er body of dealers, supposing 
that they can, by whatever outlay of capit:*, or by whatever dex- 
terity of delusion, obtain a monopoly of such a trade as that of 
corn, and thereby secure to theiuselvea a permanent command of 
a market iv itsclf so anlimited, we hare only to say that they 
ought to be once more provided with leading strings, being unfit 
to walk alone.— Times,

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RIOTING AT THE FUNERAL OF FRANCIS AND HONEY.

" WESTMINSTER SESSIONS, OCTORER 90,' 1921; 


When the day’s list of prisoners had been gove throngh, and as the 
adjoarament 0” the Sessions was abeut to take place, Mr. Watrorn ad- 
dressed the Chairman, and gaid, that it wonld be in the recollection of 
the Court, he had applied on the previous day to have the recognizances 
of two defendants estreated, on the ground of their not appearing to 
take their trials at the prescat Sessions: their names were John Fly and 
William Gridiths. The Court,, on his making that application, had de- 
sired that he should reserve it until the rising of the sessions ; for until 
that period it was open to the parties to come ip and demand trial. He 
now nnderstood that Wm. Griffiths was forthcoming, but John Fly did 
mot appear. His present application was, therefore, that the latter 
should be called apon his recognizance, and the former put on bis trial 


the witnesses for the prosecution being all ready in Court. 


The Conrt eranted the application. Jotn Fly was accordingly cal- 
Jed, and, not appearing, his reeognizances were ordered to be estreated 


Wm. Griffiths surrendered upon his name being called, and at fout 
o'clock was put to the har, nitd arraigned upoa an indictment charging 
him with having, together with divers others, riotously assembled ‘t 
Knightsbridge on the 26th of Anogust last, and then and'there continue! 

in riot and disturbance, contrary to the peace of the King, after the 
Riot Act had been read by a.Magistrate according to law, and public 
botification thereof proclaimed to those who were 80 assembled, 


The defendant, who had the appearance of a respectable trades- 
man, pleaded “ not guilty.” ' ; 

Mr, Watrorp opened the case on the part of the protécttion. He 
said that the prisoner was indicted upon a charge of riot, and it ‘would 
be for the witnesses in support of the indictment to satisfy the Jory as 
to what stare the prisoner had in the transactions white had occurred 
on the day in question, The Learned Counsel said, that before he stat- 
ed the few facts which he had to adduce ia this case he must make one or 
two preliminary observations, He was aware that the topic pon which 
he had to tonch had been already much discussed ig’ public; he could 
hardly, therefore, suppose but that the attention of! the Jury had 
been at some time or other partially called to the patticalar trans- 
action out of whieh this prosecation bad originated, before he had 
now the honour to address them. He hoped that they would not 
permit whatever they had heard of it to bias their judgments on the 
present ecrasion, but wunld altogether rely npon the evidence which 
they would this day hear, to form their cool and impartial judgments 
upon the natare of the case; indeed, they could have vo other leziti- 
mate source of information upon which they could conscientiously act. 
The indictment which had jast beew read imputed the offence of riot to 
the prisouer at the bar, and the law of the case was clear aud simple; 
for the mere cireumstance of remaining present among rioters after the 
riot act had been read, and they were ordered to disperse, was made 
penal. There was no doubt that aiding and abetting, under such cir- 
enmstances, was deemed a highly penal offeace in the eye of the law. 
It had nofortunately occurred, that on the day of the funeral of her 
late Majesty, a large nomber of persons had assembled to resist the 
authorities officially deputed to conduct that feneral, that tumult had 
arisen, and two persons named Francis and Honey on that occasion 
lost their lives. The funeral of these men on the 26th of August drew 
together a very large conconrse of people, ehiefly, if not entirely, the 
lower classes ; and the proper authorities, providently apprehensive of 
some breach of the peace on au occasion of that description, took the 
necessary steps to collect together a large posse of constables and peace 
officers. It was deemed advisable that, as great irritation unfortunately 
prevailed among the populace towards the Life Guards, a large body 
of these constables should be stationed in the vicinity of, and within 
the barracks of the Ist regiment at Knightsbridge. When the popa- 
lace had collected in front of the barracks on the day of the funeral of 
Francis and Honey, they ased every species of offensive intimidation ; 
they indulged in several opprobrions epithets, and threw stones both at 
the windows of the barracks and over the wall into the yard. This riotous 
eonduct being continued, the Magistrate within the barracks thonght pro- 
per to read the Riot Act, and send forth his constables among the mob, 
end in front ef the barracks, to announce that it had been read, 
and compel the people to disperse without the application of mili- 
tary force. Between 8 and 9 o'clock in the evening the constables, 
by direction of the Magistrates, went out with their staves, and used 
every effort to disperse the mob, and thregtened if they remained 
longer they would only expose themselves to the military, who 
would be immediately called out to clear the road. Several did dis- 
perse upon receiving this admonition, but others remained and re- 
sisted, and among them the defendant, who seemed to take a lead 
ariong those around him. The wituesses would prove, that on their 
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calling upon him to go home, he d—d them, and refused, saying, 
that he wasat home where he stood, and wonid not be driven eff by 

constables. He also cried ‘out, “Stand, cowatds) stand!” addressing, 

as the witnesses believed, the moh, thongh when takon and carried into 

the barracks he eudeavoured to explain away the force of his expression,’ 
and said.it was meant for the eqnstables to maintain their'stand, and 

not the mob. The Jury would, however, colleot hiy meaning and inten- 

tion in using such au exclamation from his previous eondnct iu the part 

of the crowd ia whieh he- stood. .If it was truc--(ay would be proved in 

evidence) that the conduct of the:mob at the pincp and time in question 

had. been riotous ; that they had vigleutly resisted the civil power; that 

the riat act was read, that they-still resisted the legal authorities; and that 

the prisoner was among them so acting and so resisting, then bia conduct. 
became penal in the spirit and letter, of the | —he was a rioter, and 

as stich it was proper and fitting that he shoald be brougtit for frial at 
that bar. The people could pot be too often told, that it was uot by tu- 

milf and violence towards the civil authorities their rights could be 

best preserved ; but that, on the contrary, those rights ‘were always 
wiostendanrered by such resistance, and themselves exposed’to all the 
severity of summary punishment. He should now call his witheseds,, 
and it wonld be for the Jury to sey what share the defendant had iv the 

transactions to which he had just adverted. 


The first witness was George Edward Blane, who said he was head 
borough of St. Mary’s, Islington. He had been sntmmopéd by the High 
Constable at Westminater fo assist in keeping the peace at Knights- 
bridge and the vicinity on the 26th of Augnst Jast. He Went there ac- 
cordingly, and was at some time of the day outside thé’batracks, and af- 
terwards inside the walls. Mr. Conant, the Megistrate, wis inside, and a 
large group of constables. A considerable mob was otitside, making a 
great noise; they were “ holloring”’ aud hooting very thatch, using abu- 
sive language to the soldiers, and flinging stones at the batrack windows 
and over the wall. They remained making this noise and ‘throwing 
stones into the barracks, and Mr. Canaat read the Ridf Act. Witness, 
together.with a number of others, was directed to go out, and apprise 
the mob that the Riot Act had been read; and that if they did not dis- 
perse, the military would be called ont. Some disperse) whey the pla- 
card stating that the Riot Act had been read was hefd “np by witness, 
but others seemed Inclined to stop, and witne’s, with others, endea, 
voured to disperse them with their staves. He péifectly well reqollect. 
ed seeing the prisoner amoug those wha would not depart. ? 


The Defendant Yes, and you know you struck me. a violent blow 
with your staff, . . 


Witness admitted that he might have sternck the defendant, for he 
pushed with his staff at all who remained. While so engaged, he heard 
the defendant call ent, “‘Stand, you cowards, stand!” he believed the 
words so spoken were addressed to the mob; bat the defendant when 
taken into the barracks said that he meant them for the constables. He 
refused to go home when required, saying that he was at home; he 
lived at his mother’s nzar whose door he was standing. 


Mr. Barry.—And was not that right? Did he not live at his m0- 
ther’s at whose steps he was standing? 


Witness replied, he did not know : that was what he said at the time; 
The Cuatnmay.—Did he make any resistance at the time? : 
Witness—No. 


The Caainman.—Was yonr inducement to apprehend him, the us 
of these words by him, or his improper conduct otherwise ? 


Witness.—Principally the words. 


Mr. Barry said he should not occupy the time of the Court by 
asking this witness any further questions. 


William Creagh said he was a jeweller, and acted as a special con. 
stable at Knightsbridge, on the 26:h of August, He merely repeated 
the statement of the preceding witness, alleging that the crowd without 
the barracks were riotous, throwing stones over the barrack walls, and - 
at the windows, and abusing the soldiers. — Witness went forth with the 
other constables, when they were ordered to go into the road from the 
barracks and announce that the Rist Act had been read. The defendant 
was ainong those who did not depart on receiving this notification, and 
who called out “Stand, cowards, stand!” which witness certainly 
thought was addressed to the mob. He certainly when taken weat with 
the constables very quietly, and offered not the slightest resistance. He 
said he was standing at his mother’s door, and denied that he. meant 
the expressions for the mob. 


Mr. Watronp said, that that was his case. 


Mr. Barry said, that he was Conosel for the prisoner ; but that really 
he saw nothing in the case to render it necessary for him to address the 
Jury, There was no proof of the prisoner being riotous: ha had deni. 
ed at the time the application to the mob of the expressions he had 
used: he made no resistance ; and was actually carried away a prisoner 
because he would not quit his mother's door, where he lived. 
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The Jnry interrupted Mr. Barry, and said he need not take any } the toast, bat they did also most wisely and most kindly to for- 


trouble,—they were quite satisfied upon the matter. 
The prisoner was immediately acqnitted.

Mr. O’Cownett ealled the attention of Gentlemen to the propriety 
of endeavouring to perpetuate that spirit of harmony and concord, 
which bis Majesty's approach seemed to have created, and which every 
act and word of the King, during his residence here, had fostered, 
cherished, and reconimended.—For the first time, in the history of this 
unfortunate Country, had Trish feelings been respected, and Trish 
interests consvited. For the first time had all classes been treated 
+ With eo equal hand. For the first time had odions distinctions and 

party denominations been abolished. The secret of Irish disaffection 
was now disclosed; and the remedy not only discovered bat applied. 
Treland had been, hitherto, too much governed by the spirit of party, 
aod its Rulers appeared to consnit the interest of the Master-few, and 
to hold in something like contempt the weats and wishes of the several 
millions—in short, a Vaction was every thing, and a People nothing. 
Who conld wonder that the Faction claimed exclusive loyalty, and that 
the People exhibited, perhaps, too many symptoms of dissatisfietion 
and disaffection—the King arrived, and the system was at once chang- 
d--Faction was disregarded, and the People enitivated. The King, 
uifilling to a letter bis capacity of general parent, hailed all his Trish 
subjects as his children, and in return has obtained our Glial affection. 
With the abolition of party, disaffection has disappeared, and loyalty 
become universal, We owe the mighty change to the personal wisdom 
and kindliness of the Sovereign ; and this practical lesson which he has 
thus taught, will serve to enlighten, and, if necessary, to correet onr 
future Governors. Let them but obey and imitate the King, and 
Iveland, so long the weakness and the reproach of the British empire, 
will speedily become its chief pride and most certain sapport. In 
looking back to every occurrence that has happened since his Majesty’s 
arrival in Ireland, the friends of the King and of the People conid not 
desive to have any thing fall ont, otherwise than precisely as it did. 
The King had done his part nobly—the People had done theirs grate- 
fully, and if their appeared to have been one blot npon the proceedings 
—if one apparent attempt had been made to disturb the general concord 
it only served to make this page of our history brighter, and to give an 
additional stimulant to conciliation, It wonld be perceived that he 
alinded to that ancient symbol of insnit brought forward by Alderman 
Darley ; it was foolish conduct on his part, but any body who knew the 
real character of the worthy Alderman could not give it a harsher 
name ; for his part he was glad that the Alderman had received some 
censure, bat he would be heartily sorry if he had been more severely 
panished. _He was also glad, that such answer was the spoutaneons 
and unsolicited act of the Government, and that those who suffered 
did not complain. He knew Alderman Darley in private life, and re- 
spected him—he was an amiable man in the circle of his family and 
connexions—he was a worthy man in all the relations of private society, 
and he was a most attentive, impartial, and exemplary public officer, 
Under such circumstances, the Governmeat did wisely to ceasure

get the indiscretion, in the contrition aud in the merits of the in- 
dividual. Mr. O’Connel ‘then said, that, in order to perpetuate that

merce of the world—why was it, that whilst their country produced 
more of the necessaries and comforts of life’ than any other country of 
five times its extent inthe wniverse—why was It, with all these bies- 
sings and advantages, that, in this rich country, the People were mise- 
rably poor? The answer was ready, it was because they were divided 
amongst themselves. Why wasit, that from an Independent Nation, 
with a National Government, a National Legislatore, and a National 
Judicial Power, Ireland had fallen into the state of a petty province— 
he: Nobles and her Gentry banished-her Legislature extinct—the 
property of her Tohabitants disposed of at a distance of more than threo 
handred miles from her shores? Where was the poor man to get the 
means of looking for sach remote jnstice? Bat he would not dwell 
upon this melancholy picture. It was not in any humao talent to paint 
it In colours sofficiently vivid to create a resemblance, and his feeble 
efforts mast be abortive bat for the painfnl and distressing experience 
of every Irishman. There was one p int, however, on which they all 
agreed, and that was, that the remote as well as the proximate and the 
all-anfficient canse of Irish misery wae, the division of the people — that 
division promised to perpetaate our miseries—onr Rulers seemed even 
to cherish the canse of our wretchedness, and if there appeared now and 
then a Statesman like Mr. Grant, to fling a ray across the desert 
of our bondage, bis tight only served to make our darkness the more 
visible—but the King (God bless him) understood our Condition, 
and determined, by removing the eanse, to destroy the fatal effects 

the King has procliimed conciliation---harmony---unanimity ; hig 
powerful example---his Royal injanction---his gracions admonition---tee 
wise te be neglected, too commanding to be.disobeyed, has pointed out 
the means which can and will enable Irishmen to serve their King and 
restore their country. Party dissension being at an end, we shall have 
leicnre t think of the mode in which Irish interests mav be advanced, 
and Irish strength applied, to consolidate and secure the Throve and 
the Empire.

(From the Dublin Patriot, of Thursday the 18th of October, 1821.) 

The murder of the unfortunate Mr. Going was not known one honr 
at the seat of Government before summonses were issued by command 
of the Lord Lieutenant for the immediate assembling of his Majesty's 
Privy Council. The vigour and decision which are not less featares of 
his Excellency’s Administration than the mildness and benevolence so 
wisely agsociated with them, bave, on frequent oecasions, demanded 
our admiration and praise; and we do not recollect a more prompt dis- 
play of that euergy which it becomes the bounden duty of the Exeen- 
tive, at atime like the present, to manifest in tha discovery, pursuit, 
and pasishment of crime, than this instance affords, The Privy Coun- 
cil re-assembled yesterday, when, having obtained the official informa. 
tion, deemed necessary, regarding Mr. Going’s murder, the following 
Proclamation was immdiately issued: — 


“By the Lord Lieutenent and Council of Ireland, 


: “A PROCLAMATION. 
“TALBOT. 

“ Whereas we have received information, that, on Sunday 
the Feurteenth day of October instant, Richard Going, Esq. a Magistrate 
of the Conety of Limerick, and Inte Chief Magistrate of the Police es- 
tablished in that Connty, was on his retarn from Limerick way-Inid at or 
near a place called Curraheen, at 9 short distanee from Rathkeale, in 
the said County, and inhumanty mordered by some person or persons 
at present onkoown, by a discharge of fire-arms. 


“ Now we, the Lord Lientenant ant Council of Treland, with a

But this is not all. The military and other authorities in Limerick 
and the neighbouring connties, have received orders from Government 
whic will immediately be xcted upon a strong military force will occupy 
the county of Limerick ; and other measnres are in progress. 


Thas, jastice, angry and stern justice, follows close at the heels of 
the offenders ; they shall not, they cannot escape. So hot is the pur- 
suit of them, and soheavy is the burden of their crime, that they must, 
we should think, be almost immediately overtaken. At all events, what 
it was necessary for Government to do, has been done; and what it may 
be farther required of them to do, will be doue, in order to the discovery 
of the marderers, and with the view of rendering the panishment of them 
exemplary. No force, no numbers, no commanity of enilt can long 
shield the criminals from the full measare of vindictive retribution. 
Neither the associations which :nike them a maltitnde, nor the retreats 
in which they seek a refuge-—neither the equalized criminality on which 
they count for security among themselves, nor the oaths which league 
them to each other, cav fur any length of time «creen them from the 
vengeance of the law. Itis a notorious fact that, hitherto, in many 
instances where a marder has been committed, persons have hung back 
from making a discovery, through the fear of becoming victims to their 
moral duty. This is an intolerable state of things—a state of things 
uoexampled io any land batinthe worst partof Tukey. Bot in this 
case Government will provide for the safety of those who will aid iv the 
apprehension and conviction of the murderers. The strong measures 
which are about to be put ia force will satisfy the most timorous tat their 
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hest security will be in freeing theirneighbaurhood from snch miscreantsys 
in having the delinquents snatched fromthe society they have disgraced, 
by their crimes, and readered up to the.justice which demands. their 
punishment. , 


Onr opinion, lately expressed, as to the wane of de: alinig with the 
distarbers, will, we rather think, be feand the only efficacious one that 
can be adopted. 


The following are further particulars of this murder :— 
(From the Limerick Telegraph, received this-morning.) 


Tt again falls to our lot, to be the registers of another foul and bare 
barous murder, which has been committed in this county. 


On Sanday last, about the hour of four o’clock, as Major Going was 
on his way to Rathkeal, from this city, and within about a mile of that 
town, very near Cappagh, he was attacked by a number of armed men, 
who fired several shots at lim ; the anfortunate gentleman received five 
wounds, one in the abdomen, one in the heart, two other shots in the 
body, one of which from a blanderbuss made a riddle of it, and instantly 
deprived him of life. He was robbed of his pitols, but no other property 
was tonched, although he had a considerable sum in Bauk of iralens : 
notes in his pocket, 


Thus has perished by the handsof the mid-day assassins, a highly : 
respectable and worthy Gentleman. Alas! when will the fowl! ated bor. 
rifying work of. blood cease? What, are the laws too feeble to), paunlize 
the bloody arm of the assassin? or, is the Magistracy ten weskor.too 
cowardly to enforce those laws? .We are told that a division exists 
among the Magistrates; if so, it is mo wonder that the laws should be 
trampled on, by those violators of our country’s repose. The Magistrates 
mast give a long pull, a strong pull, and a pull altogether, if the peace of 
the county is to be restored; no personal or party interest shonld sway 
them for a moment; they should recollect, that their own lives,*and the 
lives of their families are at stake—the peace of their native county is 
atstake; will they then demnr? Let it'not be said that a lawless rab. 
ble shall impose their noxious system on the neaceatile and well affected ; 
let it not he said, that the devastating band of assassination shall any. 
longer direct the destinies of this wealthy and respectable, hat terribly 
otitraged and insulted connty—half measures have been found to be 
unavailing, others mast be parsned —desperate Cases innst have desper- 
ate remedies. 


The partienlars of the aseassingtion of Major Goine wae broncht on 
Sunday night to this city by three of the motinted police, who were fired 
on from behind a hedge at Barneyeov Ie neat the bounds of the liberties 
of this city. 


The canse given for the murder of. Mr, Goine is, the hurried busial 
of those persons who were lately shot by the police near Askeaton,

The copious extracts we have giveu from the cenntry Papers rer 
ceived this morning, but toe clearly evince the lawless combinations of 
the peasantry of the county of Limerick, The Government is adopting 
energetic measnres—a high reward has, been offered for the discovers 
and conviction of Mr. Going’s murderers, and troops have been marched 
to the disturbed districts. We fear the evil is spreading: the strong 
arm_of power must arrest sach sanguinary proceedings. They disgrace 
hamanity, and the wretches must be> taught that their crimes cannot 
pass with impuniry. 


Mr. Going has left a numerons young family. His widow is pe- 
enliarly the object of commiseration; her respectable father, the late 
Mr. Doolen, of the King’s eoanty, was also asvassinated in the year 
1798 by a gang of rebels. vt

The attack on Mr. Furlong’s house at Dromcolloher, was mach 
more serious than at first reported. It appears the dwelling was. sur- 
rounded by a large party who repeatedly demanded fire arms: ..to.this 
request Mr. Farlong objected; they then commenced foreing the doors 
which were aipwered by shots from tho inside, Finding that,Me, F. 
was determiftd on resistance, they attempted to set fire to the roof 
which was thatched, which Mr. F. ‘perceiving. he, wikh hit son, dashed 
among the rnffians, whe ran awav in all directions, and without! abtain. 
ing any fire arms. There were nearly 20 shots exchanged at both sides 
on the ocrasion.

On Priday evening, at half-past six o’clock, the house of Prancig 
Drew, Esq. of Drewscoutt, was attacked by a baud of armed ruffians g 
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they commenced with breakiiig the lower windows of the honee, and 
making a demand for the defivéry of the fire arms. Mr Drew threw 
up one of the upper windows; and remonstrated with them on 
their conduct, and the wickedsess and fully of their proceedings; 
he stated he wou'd not give them arms, well knowing it. was to: 
no good purpose they could wast them, at the same time advised 
them to desist from such pursuits: whilst thus advising them, oné ot 
these ruffians fired a pistol at him, fortunately without effect. Mr. 
Drew finding them determined to marder;-as well as to rob, avd he- 
ing quite unprepared for resistanee, ordered his fowling-pieee to be 
delivered to them, on receiving whieh they departed ; but shortly after 
returned, and demanded a musket, the property of a tenant of bis, which 


was sent to his house sor safety a few days before; this also was deli- 
vered to them. 


Saturday night a party of fellows entered the house of Major Tom- 
kins, at Prospect-hall, where they got some fire-arms. 


On Monday evening, about, six o’clock, John Walsh, one of the 
Adare corps of yeomanry, having left his honse, (which is but a very 
short distance from that village), for the purpose of purchasing some 
candles, was returning home, when he wat way-laid by a number of men, 
and inost barbaronsly and inkumanly murdered, He was a very inoffen- 


sive man, and mach regarded in the Corps. He has left a wife and 
seven children. 


Monday evening aman nanied Barrett, returning from Adare to 
his hotise’fiear Bailynolan, was attacked by 2 party of ruffians, who beat 
him so sdverely with sticks and stones, that his life is despaired of ; they 


charged him with being a spy, which they said was enough to ensure 
his destruction, 


On Tuesday a patty of armed men attacked the house of Patrick 
Halloran, of Fort, in. the liberties of Limerick, and near the artillery 
barrack ; shots were fired at the door, upon which Halloran rushed out; 
and in company with a neighbour of the name of Connell, parsued and 
came up with two of the party, who instantly fired at Halloran; a con- 
test then took place, and the villains having been joined by their con- 
federates, obliged Halloran and Connell to retire; they, however, gave 
the fellows some hard blows with stones before they retreated. Hialla- 
ran and Connell are both mach wonnded. 


The police ander the command of Major Stewart, on Twesday, euc- 
ceeded in arresting four men, ia whose possession powder and ball were 
found; they are lodged in Rathkeale bridewell. 

On Tuesday, the Recorder Jaft Limerick under an escort of six dra. 
goons, for Rathkeale, to open the sessions, in that town next day. 


« FURTHER PARTICULARS OF THE MURDER OF MR, GOING. 


On Sunday last, Richard Going, Esq. lately in eommand of the 
county of Limerick establishment of Police, left that city about 
eleven o'clock in the morning for Rathkeale, on horseback, unat- 
tended, and on his way, stopped at the honse of John Waller, Esq. 
of Castletown, wheré he remained bat a short time from thence 
hee proceeried by the road to Cappagh, aud when near the commons of 
Baithkeale, and from that town not distant two miles, be was attacked 
by a*number of demons, in the shape of men, armed; several shots in 
gsuocession were fired at him, which from the nature of the wounds, tiust 
have instantly deprived him of life. Noteontent, the blood-thirsty vil- 
Jains approached the lifeless body, and, either with bladgeons or the 
batts of muskets, beat him desperately about the head. There could 
not have elapsed many miunates after the marder, when the corpe was 
fonnd on the road by the next passenger, and the account of it having 
yeached Rathkeale, his mangled remains were brought into that tewn 
abont half-past four o'clock.at.noon. There were five musket ball 
wounds.in the body, one of which perforated his heart, several superfi- 
piabalug-wonnds on the right side, two musket shots in the héad, one 
entergdethe lett temple—the ear split, and his face much bruised. The 
righttares was also broken by a musket ball. Mr. Goidg,’ on leav- 
ing, Rathkeale, took a case of pistols in his coat pocket, which it is snp- 
posed he had with him on his return, and were taken ‘by the murderers : 
he had a considerable sum of money with him, which, with his watch, 
remais¢d untouched. 

We are told that so intent were they on the destruction of this un- 
fortanate gentieman, that parties were placed on different roads, to 
ineet bim, (similar to the plan laid for the marder of the late Mr. Baker,) 
atid tiat he was even followed in and out of Limerick, by two men, for 
that purpose, After the murder was effected, there was a joyous shout 
throngh the country which re-echoed from place to place ; lighted heaps 
_of sttaw also were at night exhibited on the different hills, in triumph 
of thé accomplishment of this horrid deed. 


Mr, Wileocks, who, with Major Warburton, werein Rathkeale at 

the time the murder was annonnced, dispatched parties of mounted 

olice to Limerick, with the melancholy intelligence; and when they 

qa reached Barvakile bridge, on the bounds of the liberties, they were 

red at several times ftom behind the ditches. On their return home 
ge 
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the next morning the sam ontrage was repeated, and eleven shots dis- 
charged in the same way attiem. On the police arriving in Limerick 
on Sunday night, they repaired to the house of Mr. Cuthbert, dhe: bub- 
sheriff, to apprize him of their having been fired upon; when that very 
active officer instantly determined apon accompanying them’ with mi- 
litary force, to apprehend if possible, the offenders; and for that pir- 
pose, applied to the commanding officer of the garrison, Colonel Dou- 
gias, requiring a party of dragoons ; the Colonel answered, ‘that Gene. 
ral Sir John Elley was expected next day to review the troops, and that 
they conid not be given.” Upon this subject we shall make nv remark, 
as it wil) form matter for fatare investigation. ' ; 


Mr. Smith, Chief Constable.of Major Warburton’s Police, having 
exerted himself on Sunday in assisting to convey the body of Mr. Going 
to Rathkeale, was shortly after pointed out, and derided by some peo- 
ple as he passed throngh the streets; when a man of the vame of Ed. 
werd Hennessy, came ap and struck him a violent blow on the head, 
Mr. Smith was unarmed, and surrounded by so great a maltitnde, that 
to attempt an arreit wonld be inevitable destruction. Next day, how- 
ever, while the 40th Regiment (which had only then arrived,) were at 
parade, he observed the same fellow standing near the band, when he 
instantly took him into custody, and conveyed him to: bridewell. He 
will be tried for the assault at the Sessions, 


Limerick, Oct. 17.— Four 0’ Clock.—Mr. Going’s remains have just 
reached town, (and melancholy to state, onder military escort,y on its 
way for intermeut in the family vant at Kilnara, near Newport, Coanty 
Tipperary. The procession is attended by a vast concourse of most res- 
pectable Gentlemen from the surroundieg Countics, and a numerods 
train.of tenantry, ‘ 

Government have adopted the most prompt and efficacions mea. 
aures for the reduction of that part of Limerick, which is disturbed, to 
the dominion of the Laws. With regard to ihe circumstances attending 


. the murder of Mr. Going, few, upon which much reliance can be placed, 


have yet transpired. , 


On the general question we have not altered anv of our opinions. 
‘We have not ween shaken in our opinion, for instance, that these dis- 
turbances have no political object whatever—or that formidable and 
atrocious as they are, the imsurgents ean be called rebels. They are 
whiteboys, or righthoys, er ribbenmen, or moll-doyles; they are bur- 
giers, robbers, and murderers, but they are not rebels. They have not 
imagined the death of the King, or taken up armp ogainat the Consti-. 
tution. ‘ 

Bat, although theic crimes want this ingredient, although they 
have not reacted the respectelsdity of traitors, it is impossible for any 
well constituted mind to regard the state of the County of Limerick with 
otber feelings than those of-disgust and horror. We will allow some of 
our contemporaries te gieat with a sort of fiendish delight, on the dread- 
ful facts with which every post supplies us from this quarter, We-shall 
content ourselves with putting these facts upon record. It is with reluce 
tance, which we will nag attempt to describe; and, with a self-abase. 
ment, on account of the country to which we beleng, that we are obli- 
ged to perform this most distressing duty ; bat it is ane from which, as 
Chroniclers of passing events, we cannot shrink, 


What should be done, now, the Government are doing. What 
should be done hereafter—what the Magistracy. The Protestant Clergy 
and the Catholic Priests should do hereafter, it shall be our duty to in- 
dicate. We cannot persuade ourselves, that, if these did their duty, 
and particularly the last, the scenes which have cast upon the County of 
Limerick, such deep apd almost indelible disgrace would lave occurred. 
We know what will be said by the Catholic Clergy, and we have sane 
letters from the m on the subject, bat we mnst bear more before we can 
be beaten ont of this opinion, We have also some communications from 
Protestant Clergymen, and they are, if possible, stili more inconclusive, 
This is a topie upon which, as we had occasion to remark before, we 
touched with pain; but the state cf the County of Limerick imperiously 
demands 2 complete and searching view, not only of the conduct of the 
peasantry, but of their Civil and Spiritual Magistrates. 


That punishment will speedily overtake the assassins of Mr. Going, 
and that force will compel the lawless men to abandon their pursuits, we 
have a sufficient pledge in the onérgy and promptitnde of the Govern. 
ment. We take it for granted, almost, that a commission will be dis- 
patched to Limerick, and that the prisons will be immediately detivered. 

In the present instance, and in all such as have occurred in Treland, 
the promptness of execution is the next best ingredient to the certainty 
of justice. There are of course different shades in the guilt of the parties. 
An energetic and temperate Judge is the best person that conld be 
ehosen to discriminate these differences, and to award punishment. Some 
must expiate their crimes with their lives. The transport for Botany 
Bay is now lying we believe at Cove. Let her be ordered to remain there 
a little longer, antil the trials are over. Her very presence on the coast 
is a terror that will operate as powerfully as the gallows. The trans- 
mission of a few culprits to the vessel would have an effect, we verily 
believe, greater ou the county even thama public execution.—Cewrier,

CROWN SIDE.—THE KING versus JOHN HAYES. 
BEFORE THE HON. SIR F. MACNAGHTEN, 








As this Trial has excited considerable interest throughout the coun- 
try, we hasten to lay a brief Report of it before our readers, pledging 
ourselves at the same time, to give soon as fail and accurate an account 
of the proceedings as circamstances will permit. The Jadge having 
taken the Bench, Mr. Mayes (who had pat ia bail for his appearance to 
stand his trial), entered, sapported by Mr. Swinton and Mr. Palmer, and 
took his station at the Bar. The Clerk of the Crown read over the 
Indictment. 


Mr. MONEY stated the case shortly to his Lordship and the Jory, in 
substance as follows: That on the 30th of July last, Mr. Hayes caused 
Partaub Narayn Doss, Zumeendar of the Zillah of Tipperah, to be seized 
and broaght to him, and ordered him to be strack feloniously and an- 
lawfolly, in an unmercifal manner, twenty blows with a rattan; and 
then imprisoned him, he being weak of body—prevented his relations 
and servants from visiting or attending him; that the wounds inflicted, 
festered in the Jail, and Mr. Hayes not allowing him proper medical aid, 
although it was in his power and his duty to do so, the man died ia con- 
sequence. The Indictment consisted of seven counts, charging the crime 
in a greater or less degree. 


Mr. FERGUSSON thea addressed the Jury, in a short speech, in 


support of the Indictment, simply stating the case as contained in his 
Brief, of the truth or falsehood of which he would express no opinion, as 
it was matter for their decision, not his—showing how the law on the 
subject is laid down by the high oracles of the law of England, and re- 
ferring the Jury for their application to present case, to the Charge they 
would receive from the Bench, and impressing upon them the sacred and 
binding nature of the oath they had taken, to give an impartial decision 
according to the evidence that should be laid before them. ~) 


’ Mr. Prixsep and Mr. Goan were then sworn, to prove the extent 
of Mr. Hayes’s powers of inflicting such punishments, in virtue of his si- 
tuation of a Judge and Magistrate; and afterwards a number ef Native 


witnesses were called to substantiate the facts alledged in the Indiet- . 


ment. .Sumboo Doss, Sheeb Chunder Chocrabartee, Som Dose, Ram 
Shoron Day; Raj Chundur Nundee, Rada Konto Dott, Gopee Naat, Ta- 
rinee Sunkur Dutto, Prawn Kissen Kavoongoe. The substance of their 
evidence was nearly as follows :— ‘ 


Pertaub Naroyn Dose had been living at Comillah for several 
months, in obedience to an order of Mr. Hayes; and when the latter 
happened to go away toa place at some distance for the purpose of in- 
‘vesting a Raja, Purtaab took upon him to avail himself of that oportu- 
pity..te visit bis family, which he wes very desirous of doing on account 
of the sickness of bis son, who died about that time. Portaub returned 
however two days before Mr. Hayes, who arrived it would appear on the 
night of the 20thof July, Next day about 8 or 9 o’clock in the morning 
he sent two of his Chuprassees to fetch Purbauk Naroyn from his quar- 
ters to the Cuteherry ; and these Messengers having seized nim obliged 


bim to,walk for some assistance on foot ; bnt by means of a bribe they” 


were indaced to allow him the indulgence of going into his palankeen 
till within a little distanee of the Cutcherry, when he was again obliged 
to get out and walk. On being brought before Mr. Hayes, the latter 
called him a “‘ Burra Hurumzaduh,” and without charging him with any 
crime, or hearing what he had to say in his defence, or entering inte any 
judicial investigation, ordered the Nazir to inflict upon him 20 strokes 
of the rattan, Purtaub was accordingly seized up to the Whipping 
Posts which were previously removed from the front of the Catcherry 
where they usually stand to the back of it; and the Koraburdar (Flogger) 
was ordered to layitintohim well. On receiving the first stroke, Purtaub 
cried (gave) “‘Doace,” represented that he had committed no great crime ; 
and to fine bimif he had, but not to inflict this ignominions punishment un- 
der which be could not live. Mr. Hayes could not listen to this, and the 
punishment went en, At the tenth stroke, Partanb fell down, (the 
etring with which he was bound having broken or slipped) apparently 
in a swooning state ; and Mr, Hayes, who was standing by all the time in 


the steps of the verandah of the Cutcherry, ordered him to be fixed again, | 


and receive the other 10 strokes, which was done. He was then untied, 
led or dragged by two Chupprassies to Jail, where he was Jaid upon a 
cot on his face. His servants and relations, who made application to 
see him, were prevented from entering the Jail, as there was no permis- 
sion from the Judge; he received no medical aid, and no meat or atten- 
dance of any kind, and was totally unabje to attend to himself; and the 
woands festered and mortified, and death ensaed on the night of the 9d 
of August, or on third day after he had been pnt in the Jail. The body 
was removed next morning to the door of the Hospital, where it was ex- 
amined, and something taken down in writing. Application was made 
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to Mr. Hayes to allow the corpse to be taken to the family of the deceas« 
ed and burned by them; but this was refused, and it was burnt by some 
of Bis friends, by the assistance of the Convicts, Sipahees, and others oa 
the banks of the Goomtee, These witnesses were ananimously of opj- 
nion that he died in consequence of the wounds inflicted on his back, of 
which there was every appearance both before death and after, aud de- 
posed that there was not the slightest indications of Cholera Morbus. 


The Court then went into the evidence for the defence; and. the 
persons examined as witnesses were, Rada Kissen Moonshee, Mirza 
Ushraf Beg, {the Nazir,) Mahomed Kaleel, (the Darogah of the Jai!,) 
Mahomed Aneess, (Dafadar,) Kebool Singh, (Jamedar) Muddoo Deen, 
(Burkundanss) Shumsher, (Barkundauss,) Kalee Sing (Barkundauss,) 
Shaik Sadoola (the Koraburdar,) Baldeo Singh, Mahomed Nussnr-ood- 
deen, Ram Soonder Singh, Sheeb Parsand Banjpaee. The general sub- 
stance of their evidence was as follows :— 


Purtaub Naroyn was required by Mr. Hayes to be in attendance at 
Tipperah, and had given securities for his appearance; but notwith- 
standing this, he wentintothe Mofussil, and a complaint was mace to Mr. 
Hayes by one Ram Guttee that he had excited a disturbance. Mr. Hayes 
issued a warrant to bring him before him, in consequence of which he 
was brought ; be taxed him with this crime (to which Purtaob made no 
reply) and then ordered the Officers of the Conrt to give him 20 strokes 


of the rattan. This they did in the usual way, in the usnal place; and, 


nothing whatever interrupted the infliction of the punishment; tha 
strokes were given consecutively from beginning to end, witha rattan of 
the nswal size, with no unusual severity ; and Pertanb (who was a stout 
healthy man about 40 or 45) after being untied from the Whipping Post 
walked on his own feet to the Jail, two Chapprassies following him. The 
marks on his back (from the small of the back to the top of the shoulders) 
were similar to those usually caused by such punishment, When put in Jail 
he was visited twice a-day by the Bengalee Doctor, who applied sugar of 
lead lotion to the wonnds, which, nnder that treatment, daily got better, 

and by the third day they were dried up and healed. He was allowed to go 
ta'the entside of the Jail the same as the other prisoners, where he ate the 
victuals brought him by bis friends and servants, and he bathed and was 
doing well. After be died, the bed and the corpse exhibited all the marks 
of his having died of Cholera Morbus. An Inquest was held on the body, 
and a Soorul-hal or report of its appearance made out, at the Hospital ; 
and afterwards, his friends (having obtained permission from the Jndge 
to barn the body,) performed the tast ceremonies to it on the banks ef 
the Goomtee, the Convicts carrying the body there, assisting then in split. 
ting the wood for the pile, and the Sipahees attending for the sake of 
looking after these Convicts. These witnessess were unanimously of 
opinion that he died of the Cholera Morbus, and did not see the slightest 

reason to believe that his death was cansed by the punishment. 


Mr. Atsop was examined as to a Magistrate’s inflicting this kind of cor. 
poral punishment, and whether he thought death likely to ensue from such 
an infliction as took place in this case. His evidence was that that he wae 
accustomed to inflict this species of punishment on persons convicted 
of having stolen goods and being notorious thieves ; but always after 
investigating the case; and that he would not apprehend danger, ta the 
person from 20 strokes, having himself often caused a much greatorhume- 
ber to be inflicted. 


Dr. HALLIDAY was examined as to the probability of death en. 
suing from an infliction such as here described ; and declared it to be 
his opinion that it was impossible death could have been cansed in so short 
atime by motfication in consequence of these wounds; and that sup- 
posing the worst case—that the wounds were undressed, in the liot sea- 
son, the patient in a weak state, receiving no proper treatment—it was 
still very improbable, but not impossible, that death should be caused by 
inflammation and fever. 


Mr. FERGUSSON briefly replied, noticing the contrary swearing | 
of the witnesses for the prosecution and the defence, expressing his 
opinion that his witnesses were at least as well to be believed as the 
other side, and that even admitting all the exculpatory evidence to be 
true, there was still a very seriuus charge against Mr. Hayes, 
since it could not be questioned that a man of respectability had 
been unlawfally subjected to an ignominiows punishment, and after. 
wards coufined and perished miserably in Jail. Buthe relied on the 
credibility of his witnesses ; which he thought were preferable to those 
adduced for the defendant, they being all dependent ou him, except two 
or three, the only real witnesses, who had sworn only to one part of the 


case, the mode of inflicting the punishment; aud concluded by inform. 


ing the Jury that as there could be no question about the law, the only 
qnestion for them was whether Pertaab Naroya died in consequence 
of the beating he had received, or not. 

Sir F. MACNAGHTEN theu summed up: he commented on vari. 
ous parts of the evidence, expressed his opinion strongly on the im. 
prebability of a man dying from such a cause; that the witnesses for 
the defence were far more to be relied on than those for the prosecoti. 
on; that unless aman cao adduce his own servantsin evidence, no man 
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in the Mofassil would have amoment’s safety in case conspiracies should be 
formed against him ; declared his utter disbelief that Mr. Hayes could 
be guilty of the wanton aod annecessary sets of ernelty and hard-heart- 
édness ascribed to him; and in fine, declared that if there were any guilt 
In the case, he thought it belonged to those who had been the stirrers-ap 
of the Prosecution. , 


The Jury immediately, without retiring, returned a Verdict of Nor 
Guitry, and the Judge congratulated Mr. Hayes from the beach, not on 
his acquittal, but on his baving had his character cleared up by a public 
trial.

ed in this city maivtained themselves enly with the six rapees they got 
évery month; they had nothing more with which to support the poor fa- 3 
milies they have left bebind them. Consequently they are obliged to: 
have récourse to some other means of gainiug alittle more money. For, ; 
a family conld not be maintained under 12 or 10 rupees npon the lowest 
terms. Those Ranning Sirkars, whose business it wes to buy or sell 
goods for their masters, would necessarily deduct something from their | 
prices, and endeavoor to procure perquisites. Those again who had 
nothing of this kind to do, but to go about and collect the money, of the 
bills, would be borrowing five or six rupees every month, till,at last find- 
ing that their debt amounted to « large sum, they wonld betake them- . 
selved to flight ; some with empty pockets, and others, with money of 
their Master’s or the Mootshnddy’s cash. [concluded my observations 
by intreating (the gentleman) to allow sueh persons a monthly salary 
anfficient to enable them to maintain their families honestly. Accord- 
ingly, the Englishman seemed more favourably disposed towards those 
with whom he had a little before been displeased. 


The express parpose for publishing this is, that when the mereifal 
English have made themselves acquainted with the subject, they should 
begia to look upon their Servants with an eye of kindness. ' ,

Ist. During the time that this country was in the possession of | 
the Hindoos, the Shunkscrit language prevailed, bat. when. it became 
a Moosafmon Province, ali public business was transacted in the Per- 
sidn langiiage; people began to study that without making any great . 
proficiency in it, but so far ‘only as enabled them to read and write a 
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little ; and this alone was sufficient to make a great alteration in the 
vernacular language. Finding that the sindy of the Persian was the 
only means of acquiring tmhoney, they negiected their own language, 
though not entirely, being oliged to speak and write to their rela- 
tions and countrymen io the vernacular tongue, They intredoced in it how- 
ever many Persiau and Arabic words, which mixed language is this day 
spoken by many. Hence that considerable change ia the Bengalee and 
Shaokscrit languages. Afterwards, when this country became subject 
to the Britons, the study of the English tongoe was-deemed necessary. 
Seeing that all who know something of English can earn a great deal of 
money, and that all commercial and political transactions are carsied on 
in that language, and finding it so common and |crative, every one has . 
now begun first to give his son a very little knowledge of the vernacular 

‘ language, and then to teach him cither Persian or Euglish,as the former 
enables him to hold a situation in courts of Justice, and the latter, to 
become a Writer or Sirkar. But my countrymen, you should firs of all 
instruct your sons well in their own language, and Shastrus, and then in 
those of others nations. Many will say that Bengallee being the mother 
tongue is easily learnt; but when the boy is grown up he cap neither 
speak nor write it correctly, and far from becoming learned he cannot 
even rightly put together a dozen of words, but merely alleges that with- 
oat a knowtedge of the Byakurn (or Shankserit grammar,) none can write 
or apeak correctly, at the same time expressing his grief for not knaw- 
ing it, and, lest by writing incorrect letters in his own language, his 
ignorance should be disctosed whenever he has occasion he writes them 

‘in Englisti. 2d. In writing a better in Bengallee ote would have to consider 
many things, viz. the cast, age, rank, 4c. of the person whom he writes 
to, but te avoid the blame which would be for ever attached to him if he 
failed-ia any of these respects, which theEniglish do not so much care 
for, he writes his letters in English, without pertiaps possessing any real ' 

_knowledge of thelanguage. Sd. That those,whe havea thorongh know- 
ledge of the Bengalee language, when they happen to write: letters to- 
others are not understood, 4jh Many people are» convinced’ within 
themselves that that man, who does not knew English cannet pro- 
perly be called a man, though in the human form. Am instance of this 
is to, be found in the Editor of the Sunesap Cowmuppy,: who has said .

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Larihquake. 


Bhaugulpore, April 4, 1822.—Last Evening, al a qaarter past 

10, we felt the Shock of an Earthquake here. It was an wndu- 

lating motion, and shook the chair in which I sat: it lasted about 

two minotes and half; the wind was strong from the Eastward. 

A Lady,who was sitting in an adjoining, room, states that the 

ehair in pwhich she sat shook considerably. The andulations were 
ot East to West. : 


Gyah,: April. 4,.1822.—Last night, .at about half-past ten 
o’clock, the shock of.ao Rarthquake was perceptibly felt here ; 
the undalating motion appeared to come from the North, and 
lasted fully one minate, bat caused no damage; in one of the 
houses, the oil was nearly thrown from the wall shades. Imme- 
diately preceding the shock, a very distant souhd was heard from 
the Eastward, and two detached volumes were thrown down 
from a book-case. About four o’clock in the afternoon, the at- 
mosphore became very cloudy, and’ the heat considerable and 
oppressive : it fs to be regretted, that no barometrical nor ther- 
mometrical observations were made, The shock, however, was 
slight in comparison with that of the 16th of June, 1819. I may 
mention, that hitherto no hot winds have made their appearance; 
from the Sth to the 9th of March, the weather was uncommonly 
hot and oppressive, since that it has been very cool, and the 
evening of the 30th was -absolutely cold. Altogether the cold 
season bas shewn a great deal of irregularity, but it bas been ited 
neers and the crops are luxuriant,
